JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 16—A 
three-month test of the new St. 
Louis Public Service Co. fare 
schedule, to be followed by a 90 
day trial of the new fare in com- 
bination with some form of weekly 
pass, Was proposed by the City of 
St. Louis today. . 
The suggestion was advanced by 
City Counselor James E. Crowe in 
arguing for a rehearing of the 
fare case by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission. 


Company Not Willing. 
Gaylord C. Burke, general coun- 


sel for Public Service, replied that 
the company was “definitely un- 
willing” to agree to any experi- 
mental periods as suggested by 
the city. 

After hearing oral arguments, 
the commission took the question 
of a rehearing under advisement. 
An early decision was expected. 

Crowe proposed that the fare in- 
crease from 10 cants to 12 cents, 

or three tokens for 35 cents, first 
be tried alone, and then be tested 
in more ase with a weekly pass, 
which would sell for $1.85 or $1.75. 

The city would like to have the 
company try out a 75-cent weekly 
pass, with a ent. charge for 
each ride on th pass, but recog- 
nizes that the commission would 
not be likely to approve this, 
Crowe added.

ECONOMY EUROPE 
ASSEMBLY IS TOLD 


French Delegate Says 
Forceful Unification 


Steps Must Be Taken to 
Absolute 


‘Avoid an 
Catastrophe.’

STRASBOURG, France, Aug. 16 
(AP) — French Socialist Andre 
Philip said today the Marshall 
Plan’s Organization for European 
Economic Co-operation (OEEC) is 
“dividing rather than unifying na- 
tional economies in Europe. 

Philip told the Council of 
Europe’s Consultative Assembly 
that this trend had occurred de- 
spite the fact that Marshall plan 
aid was “generous and intelligent.” 
e declared the Assembly, must 
take rapid, forceful steps to unify 
Europe's economy to “avoid an 
absolute catastrophe .. toward 
Which we are all moving.” 

The Council of Europe is hold- 
ing its initial meetings here. The 
i2-nation body has some of the 
aspects of a European parliament. 

Conflict on_ Federation. 

Philip made an impassioned ap- 
peal for European unity and es- 
. tablishment of a “federation not 
only of western Europe but all free 
persons and nations in Europe.” 

‘Lord Layton of Britain, how- 
ever, told the Assembly that. crea- 
tion of a united Europe federation 
in the near future is out of the 
question. He urged the 12 council 
nations to concentrate for the 
present: on increasing their ece- 
nomic co-operation and drawing 
up a European human rights 
charter, 3 

Layton, economist and newspa- 
per publisher, proposed setting up 
a committee of experts to examine 
the whole question and report 
back to the Assembly a year from 
now.

7 Appeal Philip. 

Philip asserted that unification 
ef economies is so urgently need- 
ed that the Assembly should over- 
ride the authority of the Commit- 
tee of Ministers and change its 
statutes if necessary to deal with 
the problem. The Committee of 
Ministers is the upper house of 
the Council. 

Philip opened the Assembly’s 
debate on changes in the political 
structure of Europe necessary to 
produce greater unity among 
members. 

“One is terrified upon reading 
the long term programs turned in 
to the OEEC by participating na- 
tions,” he said. These plans are 
more nationalistic than ever. The 
results of efforts toward co-ordi- 
nation have been laughable. The 
OEEC has thus far led nowhere.” 
‘Europe desperatély needs an 
over-all economic organization, able 
to decide problems by a majority 
vote and to enforce its decisions, 
‘he continued. Philip said it was 
up to the. Assembly to create this 
body even if the Committee of 
Ministers should oppose it.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
A rumpus described as a one- 
punch altercation took place last 
night in the lobby of the May- 
flower Hotel as a side develop- 
ment of the 5 per cent inquiry. 

The principals were Wliliam P. 
Rogers, counsel for the Senate In- 
vestigating Committee, and 
Charles Patrick Clark, a former 
member of the committee staff. 

Several Congressmen in the 
lobby said that Clark took excep- 
tion to something Rogers said 
about Maj. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan, and took a poke at him. 
Neither Rogers nor Clark would 
give his own version. Clark did 


tell reporters: “I feel very kindly 
toward Harry Vaughan.” 

One report was that Rogers 
also took a swing at Clark, but 
Rogers, questioned by reporters, 
had no comment except that “I’m 
not hurt” and “I didn’t swing at 
anyone.” 

The name of Gen. Vaughan, 
a St. Louisan and military aide to 
President Truman, has been men- 
tioned repeatedly in the investiga- 
tion. Newspapers and wire serv- 
ices learned about the disturbance 
from John Maragon, whose name 
also has cropped up frequently in 
reports of influence in obtaining 
Government contracts.

TRUMAN TAME 
IN FIGHT FOR 


Senators to White 
Hoisse—Some of Them 


Opposed Plans. 
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WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 (AP)— 
President Truman took personal 
command today of the fight to 
rescue two controversial govern- 
ment reorganization plans. 

He summoned six Democratic 
Senators to the White House and 
appealed for favorable action on 
the proposals. Senator Hoey of 
North Carolina, who served as 
spokesman for the six, told report- 
ers afterwards that some of the 
group have been opposed to the 
plans. 

Shortly after the White House 
meeting broke up, tke Senate 
opened debate on Truman's re- 
organization plan No. 1. This calls 
for a new Department of Welfare. 

Plan No. 2, next on the Senate 
schedule, would shift the Bureau. 
of Entployment Security from the 
Federai Security Administration 
to the Labor Department. 

Today’s conference was Presi- 
dent Truman’s second move with- 
in four days in behalf of the two 
plans. In a letter to Vice Presi- 
dent Barkley Friday, the Presi- 
dent declared that objections 
raised against the plans appeared 
to him “ill-founded and mistaken.” 

Beyond disclosing Truman’s ap- 
peal for approval of the plans, 
Hoey would not discuss the White 
House conference. 

The fate of plan No. 1 in the 
Senate rested on whether foes 
could muster 49 votes, a constitu- 
tional majority. 

A constitutional majority is re- 
quired for a veto under the Re- 
organization Act. The act pro- 
vides that a Presidential reorgani- 
zation plan becomes effective 
within 60 days after its submis- 
sion to Congress, unless disap- 
proved by either house. The dead- 
line for Senate action is Wednes- 
day. 

Democratic Leader Lucas of Ib 
linois obtained unanimous consent 
for a vote at 6 p.m. on a resolu- 
tion to reject the plan.

No Recession Is in 
Sight — Unemployment 
Laid to Localized Con- 


ditions.

‘ TORONTO, Ont., Aug. 16—Busi- 


ness conditions: in the United 


States are on the upgrade with no 
recession in sight, in the opinion 
of the American Federation of 
Labor, as expressed by its ruling 
executive council. Upon that prem- 
ise the council, in session here, is 
basing its report to the annual 
convention of the Federation which 
convenes in October. 

William Green, president of the 
AFL and spokesman for the coun- 
cil, said last night after an all-day 
session devoted to an appraisal of 
national economic conditions that 
while some major industries, as in 
the textile field, had been hard hit, 
the bulk of unemployment “could 
be traced to localized conditions. 
Green said that much of it re- 


sulted trom closing of war plants 
in. normally non-industrial. areas, 


but that in many instances work- 


ers now were being absorbed in 
the steel, automotive and other 
industries, 


Public Works Planning. 


Green, however, urged that Con- 
gress appropriate funds, tenta- 
tively set at $4,000,000, to plan for 
public works projects in advance 
of their possible need. This pro- 
posal, concurred in by the council, 
would provide for a “shelf” of 
such projects. It would, he said, 
mean that public works could be 
instituted, if necessary, on a defi- 
nite rather than haphazard basis. 

Optimistic business signs, Green 
said, include passage of the new 
housing act, which has indirectly 
affected many unions besides those 
in the building trades; slum clear- 
ance projects, and provision for 
shipping goods and materials over- 
geas under the European Recovery 
Program. 

Green cited reports of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank System indi- 
cating an increase in business 
loans. From commercial sources, 
he indicated, evidences have ac- 
cumulated of a backlog of orders 
in many lines. 

The council, in a formal state- 
ment, said, in part: ; 

“We wish to reiterate at this 


time that there is no justification 


for an economic depression in the 
United States. In fact, we attri- 
bute a deal of the ‘recession’ 
talk ‘which Was current earlier this 
year to a deliberate propaganda 
campaign designed to clamp the 
brakes on wages. 

“While unemployment has now 
reached a total of 4,000,000, ac- 
“ording to Government estimates, 
employment is still near the high 
60,000,000. figure and serious. dis- 
locations have occurred only in 
relatively few localities and in few 
industries. As a whole business 
conditions are good and showing 
improvement. 


Congressional Action Urged. 

“Nevertheless, when unemploy- 
ment reaches the highest point 
since prewar days, it is time for 
action. We commend President 


. Truman’s order to government 


agencies to increase purchasing in 
communities ‘which have been 
hard hit by factory closings and 
unemployment. We also emphati- 
cally urge that Congress authorize 
the preparation of a shelf of pub- 
lic works projects as a preparatory 
and precautionary step. Such 
projects could then be put into 
operation to stimulate business 


_activitity and create jobs in any 


locality which may encounter an 
emergency situation.

They Say Baum Has Ruled 
Such Devices Are Fuel 
Burners.

The question of whether a hot- 
water heater is a fuel-burning de- 
vice, or_a plumbing fixture, was 


put up to the Circuit Court today 
by the Contracting Plumbers’ As- 
sociation of St. Louis. 

In a suit filed against the City 
of St. Louis and various city of- 
ficials, including Building Com- 
missioner A. H. Baum, the, associ- 
ation asked the court to decree 
that hot-water heaters must be in- 
stalled by licensed and register 
plumbers in the city. 

Contending such appliances are 
plumbing fixtures, the association 
asserted in its petition that Baum 
has interpreted the city’s new 
plumbing code, adopted in 1945, so 
as to permit installation of hot- 
water heaters by anyone, in con- 
trast to thé practice followed 
under the previous code. 

Baum, pointing out that such 
appliances might be considered to 
be either fuel-burning devices, or 
plumbing fixtures, because con- 
nected with both systems, said his 
department decided after numer- 
ous conferences on the matter to 
regard them as fuel-burning de- 
vices. He said he thought the 
suit might clarify the question, 
but indicated he was not “steamed 


up” over it.

HEALTH OFFICIALS

FLUORINE IN WATER 


A proposal to add fluorine to 


the city’s water as an aid against 


tooth decay will be studied by 
health and other officials, Mayor 
Joseph M. Darst said today. 

He said he would call a meet- 
ing soon of city and state health 
officers, water division heads and 
representatives of the St. Louis 
medical and dental societies. 

The move is in line with a re- 
cent suggestion by the American 
Water Works Association, which 
said tests had shown that pres- 
ence of 1 to 1.5 parts of fluorine 
to 1,000,000-parts of water “is as- 
sociated with a 50 to 65 per cent 
reduction in caries prevalénce.”

A St. Louis furniture dealer and 
four members of his family have 
become weekend prospectors for 
uranium in the Missouri Ozarks. 

Spurred on by the Atomic Ener- 

gy Commission’s promise of $10,000 
reward for finding a productive 
uranium field, Joseph Santhuff, 
3951 Lafayette avenue, carries his 
Geiger counter into the hills of 
Reynolds and Iron counties almost 
every weekend. 
To date, he has had no success, 
finding only small deposits of lead 
and nickel. With the view of turn- 
ing his hobby into the prospector’s 
dream, Santhuff turns a deaf ear 
to his wife’s attempt to discourage 
the project. 

“I’m looking for uranium,” he 
explained. “I may not find any, 
but at least the kids and I are 
having fun trying.” 

The “kids” are Ronald, 10-year- 
old Cub Scout; Marcella, 21, and 
his daughter and son-in-law, Mr. 


and Mrs. Robert Zellar. Mrs. 
Santhuff occasionally accompanies 
her family, but usually prefers to 
remain home. 

Santhuff whose store is at 1923 
South Jefferson avenue, became 
interested in prospecting for 
atomic ore, last fall, acquired a 
number of ‘books on the subject 
and read them during the winter. 

On April 2, the family set out 
for the hills on their first jour- 
ney.

It is hard to convince Congress, 
Hoffman told the delegates, that 
the OEEC can claim solid ac- 
complishments. It is up to the 
European countries, he added, “to 
make a living fact out of Euro- 
pean co-operation.” 

Hoffman praised the OEEC re- 
quest to members for lists or 
goods on which they are willing 
to end import quotas. Oct. 1 has 
been set as the deadline for these 
lists. He reminded them, however, 
that the measure will be signifi- 
cant only if the lists are signifi- 
cant — that is, if they include im- 
portant products thta will account 
for a considerable percentage of 
European trade. Most European 
commerce is now strictly limited 
by agreements between pairs of 
countries.

panies were sending their representatives before the board to resist 
the CIO Steel Workers’ demand for g fourth-round “wage package” 


increase of 30 cents an hour. 

For the press conference N.A.M, 
gent in as a pinch hitter Ira 
Mosher, chairman of its finance 


committee, an extremely compe- 
tent, articulate and persuasive 
representative of the conservative 
if not reactionary segment of the 
business community. Mosher has 
been N.A.M.’s spokesman in recent 
years when congressional commit- 
tees have considered labor-man- 
agement legislation.

It was he who called the confer- 
ence “unprecedented” and the 
word was no understatement. 

“We have never intruded into 
the labor negotiations of our mem- 
bers, except as we are doing it 
today,” said Mosher, who heads a 
New York firm of industrial and 
public relations consultants. 
That done, he proceeded to flay 
right, left and center, denouncing 
those members of the N.AM.— 
the steel companies—who had ac- 
cepted the fact-finding procedure 
to avert a strike; President Tru- 
man for by-passing the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act to name this fact-finding 
board with power to recommend 
terms of a settlement; the board 
itself, and the Steel Workers’ Un- 
ion for making the demands it has 
made on the industry. — 

Mosher, by agreement with the 
steel companies, is to oppear be- 
fore the fact-finding board Thurs- 
day. His press conference was in 
the nature of a preview of what 
he will have to say then. It was 
held at the Roosevelt Hotel here 
—a hostelry not named in honor 
of “that man,” but for his distant 
cousin who was an earlier Presi- 
dent of the United States—The- 
odore Roosevelt. 

The hearing now being held be- 
fore the fact-finding board, Mosh- 
er said, constitutes a most seri- 
ous threat to our entire economy, 
and undermines collective bar- 
gaining as a basis of labor-man- 
agement relations, 

Warning of Disaster. 

This was so, he said, because 
the history of fact-finding boards 
with power to recommend terms 
of settlement has been that they 
recommend increased wages. 

“In setting up a politically in- 
spired board, and this is a polit- 
ically inspired board,” Mosher 
added, “unless this board shows 
a higher degree of public responsi- 
bility than others, the result may 
be disaster to our economy. 

“That’s what comes from try- 
ing to find a political solution to 
an economic problem.” 

He said President Truman, in 
creating the board, had ignored 
provisions of what he called the 
Wagner - Taft - Hartley law—his 
phrase for the statute usually 
known as the Taft-Hartley law, 
which provides, in national emer- 
gency strikes, for 80-day injunc- 
tions and for fact-finding boards 
that can report on the issues in 
dispute but cannot make recom- 
mendations for settlement. 

The Taft-Hartley law itself has 
been criticized by other witnesses 
before congressional committees— 
men such as William H. Davis, 
William Leiserson and Prof. Na- 
than Feinsinger of Wisconsin Uni- 
versity, as an attempt to find a 
political solution to an economic 
problem. 

(Davis, a New York lawyer, was 
chairman of the War Labor Board 
in 1942-1945, and director of the 
Office of Economic Stabilization 
for about six months in 1945. 
Leiserson, a visiting professor at 
Johns Hopkins University since 
1944, was chairman of the Na- 
tional Mediation Board in 1943- 
1944, and prior to that he was a 
member of the National Labor Re-

law,” had adopted for purpose of

“These fellows want a. planned 
economy,” he added.

Scholar Gives 
New Data on 
Biblical Scrolls 


Some of Documents 
Were Mutilated by 
Expedition in Pal- 
estine. 


The discovery in Palestine of 
scrolls containing parts of the 
Old Testament was disclosed 
generally for the first time last 
week, British archeologists 
charged that American experts 
were withholding parts of the 
manuscripts from them. In 
the following dispatch, Dr. 
Lawrence Griswold, American 
archeologist, explorer and au- 
thor, of Quincy, Mass., gives 
his evaluation of the scrolls. '

BEIRUT, Aug. 16. 
OR two full years, this genera- 
tion’s most momentous discov- 
ery about the history of ‘our 

western civilization has been a 
casualty of war, vandalism and 
professional jealousies. 

Even today, with the fighting in 
Palestine ended, the full story has 
not been told of the priceless 
Biblical scrolls of Jericho-Old 
Testament manuscripts 11 cen- 
turies older than any known in 
modern times. 1 

Some of the answers are buried 
in ancient history. Others say 
some may turn up in a Cairo cafe 
or a New York antiquity dealer’s 
vaults. Still more will appear as 
the jealously guarded files of com- 
peting scholars are opened apd 
their monopoly of the materials is 
ended. 

The first extensive reports on 
the discovery was made in Lon- 
don this week by G. Lankester 
Harding, director of antiquities 
for the Hashemite-Jordan King- 
dom. Significantly, Dr. Harding 
could not assemble his report un- 
til this summer—two years after 
original discovery—because of the 
secrecy hitherto maintained. This 
casual reference generously con- 
ceals a sorry chapter in the annals 
of academic research. 

Found by Goatherd. 

In early autumn 1947, an Arab 
goatherd was grazing his stock 
not far from the site of ancient 
Jerricho, in the rock-strewn hills 
near the Dead Sea. There one day 


he discovered a cave, uncovered |; 


by a slide of earth. Inside he found 
rows and rows of jars, sealed with 
pitch. He did not know they con- 
tained Biblical documents written 
in Phoenician and classical He- 
rew, but he did know there were 
dealers in Jerusalem who would 
pay well for antiquities. He took 
a load of the jars there, sold them, 
and then disappeared. ;

Basing himself on this dictum of Mr. Justice

States Supreme Court, Baltimore’s Judge Joseph 
Sherbow has declared Maryland's anti-subversive 
Ober law to be unconstitutional and invalid. 


This is one of all too many state laws adopted 

in recent years to force off teachers and other 
public-employes a Joyalty oath which is a ref! 
tion on their honor, and to protect a free natio 
by denying its citizens the right to associate 
freely with. fellow-citizens of their own choice. 
The Ober law not only penalized subversive 
activities, but also sought to punish mere mem- 
bership in organizations deemed to be subver- 
sive. 
Laus may punish acts and conduct which 
clearly, seriously and imminently threaten sub- 
stantive evils,” said Judge Sherbow, “but they 
may not intrude into the realm of ideas.” And 
he is right not only by the standards of the Con- 
stitution and the Supreme Court, but also by 
the standards of common sense. 


Thought control in a free nation is unthink- 
able. Also, it is impossible. All it can lead to 
is a Gestapo which would try to suppress that 
free voicing and criticizing of ideas without 
which progress and decency come to an end. 


This Baltimore test case is incidentally inter- 
esting because Frank B. Ober who headed the 
commission which wrote the repudiated law also 
sought to impress his views on Harvard Univer- 
sity. It was his letter to President Conant 
which brought forth Grenville Clark’s brilliant 
exposition of that freedom of thought and ex- 
pression which has been a central principle in 
the history of Harvard and in the history of the 
United States. , 

The fallacy of the Ober point of. view has been 
so often exposed that one almost regrets that 
Maryland’s Attorney General plans to carry 
Judge Sherbow’s decision to the state’s Court of 
Appeals. On the other hand, this will afford an 
opportunity for its repudiation on Maryland’s 
highest judicial level. 

If denunciations of these attempts to wipe out 
the First Amendment are solemn enough, they 
may convince scared legislators that the Ameri- 
can cause cannot be advanced by destroying 
American ideals, that totalitarianism and dic- 
tatorship cannot be overcome by aping the 
methods of totalitarians and dictators. 
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Mr. Darst’s Bitter Medicine 
Thirteen days after the shady. maneuver that 
made Fire Chief Egenriether resign, Mayor 
Darst still finds that he can’t quit talking about 
it. And the more he talks, the deeper and more 
foolishly he becomes entangled in this web of 
his own making. 


The current excuse is: “I have no information - 


that Egenriether is interested in returning to 
the department.” Well, the Mayor has certainly 
done everything he could to destroy the man’s 
interest. 

n view of some published statements which 
I think are irresponsible,” the Mayor says, “I 
will make certain facts public in a few days.“ Is 
this a hint that he is going to spring charges 
that Mr. Egenriether was incompetent or guilty 
of wrongful acts? 7 

If so, the Mayor should have made charges 
and brought the Fire Chief to trial instead of 
resorting to a squeeze play to make him resign. 
Why does he still keep the “facts” to himself? 
And why did he say a few days ago that Egen- 
riether might be reinstated in a subordinate 
position? 

As a letter-writer says, the whole episode “not 
only looks bad, it is bad.” If thé Mayor has a 
case against Mr. Egenriether why does he not 
say what it is, and say so without more stalling? 
If he does not have a case, why does he not 
admit that he made a glaring mistake and tear 


up the Egenreither resignation? There's no face 


to be saved by stalling. 

The best way to make up for a mistake is to 
undo it and to hope that it will be forgotten— 
or to prove that it was not a mistake. If the 
Mayor believes he can do that, why didn’t he do 
so at the very start? 
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Note on Public Enemies 

Not so long ago Pretty Boy Floyd’s name be- 
came folklore, and John Dillinger was accred- 
ited the title of Public Enemy No. 1 as if he'd 
been knighted ‘with it.

The style in Public Enemies 
has changed, and today Americans devote their 
anxieties to Communists instead of criminals, 
and to the possibility of atomic warfare instead 
of tommygun murders.

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A Tidelands Partnership? 

The Supreme Court hag held that the Federal 
Government possess’ paramount rights in the Cali- 
fornia tidelands and that the question is still 
open as to other oil-producing coastal states.

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Syrian Miniature 

Described in a report only a few days ago as 
an “explosive new, personality” in the Near East, 
the myth of Husni el Zaim has been quickly ex- 
ploded. The dictator-president of Syria was 
executed in an revolt. 138 days after he 
took office through a similar revolt, proving 
again that natio m is not the same as na- 
tional unity. 

Syrians fought the French for independence, 
and then trod a careful path between the stra- 
tegic interests of Russia and the oil interests of 
the West. But their country remains on the 
verge of bankruptcy, too familiar with corrup- 
tion, medieval in a republican mold and weak 
enough to have been easily defeated by little 
Israel. 

In this ripe field, the ambitious Zaim became 
both reformer and authoritarian. He has often 
said that Syrians had to be told what to do. He 
told them. He abolished much of the press, 
jailed old friends and new opponents, and had 
himself elected without opposition. On the other 
hand, he introduced price controls, tried to 
emancipate Moslem women and broke up some 
of the big family trusts which customarily ran 
the nation. : 

But the atmosphere of palace cabal did not 
change, and the principal power of the country 
remained with the army. When Zaim was shot, 
the coup was engineered by the same friend who 
helped arrange Zaim’s own succession to power. 
Today the army clique promises to continue re- 
forms. As to foreign affairs, the clique apparently 
will be more attentive to Britain than to France, 
which Zaim appeased. 

It’s difficult to see much in the Syrian revolu- 
tion except a clash of ambitions and personali- 
ties, and Syrians accept it without tension. Shop- 
keepers in Damascus took down Zaim’s portraits 
and duly waited for those of his successor. The 


whole picture is one of domination of the 


apathetic many by the aggressive few. 

Under such circumstances the few deny them- 
selves popular support. So they may always 
wonder when their allies will suddenly become 
their executioners. s

Of Interest in Missouri, Too 

While Missourians, and St. Louisans in par- 
ticular, think over the Schermer report recom- 
mendation for the abolition of segregation in 
schools, it is of interest to note the latest de- 
velopment in this field in Illinois. The récent 
Illinois Legislature passed a provision denying 
state aid to public school districts which segre- 
gate pupils because of race, color or nationality. 
Since this provision is part of a bill appropriat- 
ing $100,319,000 state aid to local districts, its 
application is of importance to those school areas 
which have segregated races. 

‘Non-segregation is the widespread practice in 
Illinois but in the southern section quite a few 
districts have their own systems of separate 
schools. Some have separate grade. schools, 
but eliminate segregation in high school. What- 
ever the practice of segregation it will amount 
to a legal forfeit of the district’s,state aid. That 
is the substance of a ruling by Attorney Gen- 
eral Elliott, himself resident of Carmi, deep in 
Southern Illinois. It is, says Mr. Elliott’s ruling, 
the duty of the County Superintendent of Schools 
to “withhold payments” when the law is not 
complied with. The ruling was asked by State 
Superintendent of Instruction Nickell. 

This will mean adjustments in some commu- 
nities and court tests perhaps in some cases. In 
the end, there can be little doubt that the Leg- 
islature which grants the state aid can set the 
conditions under which that help will be given. 


The ultimate court decision is already as good

About 
2300 of Winston’s 2600 registered voters 
cast their ballots, but fewer than 200 citi- 
zens were interested enough to attest to the 
vitality of “pure de- 
mocracy.” by going to 
the town meeting. 

It wasn’t that the 
meeting wouldn’t 
take up important lo- 
cal matters. There 
was the town budget 
to be voted upon, a 
decision on new street

Object of Sentimental Folklore 


This was the New England town meeting. 
It is an institution which we, perhaps like 
many others, had come to venerate as the 
last stronghold of pure democracy because 
we had read so many laudatory accounts 
of it. But we had no first-hand knowledge 
until we examined it recently during a sur- 
vey of three New England towns which we 
conducted for the Columbia University 
School of Engineering.

And government has followed this broad-

ing has become relatively smaller, while 
the reach of state and federal power has 
extended, farther and farther. 


May as Well Stay Away 


The issues that touch our lives intimate- 
ly today are the issues that are grappled 
with and settled at the level of the state 
and federal government, and by economic 
forces beyond the ken, much less the con- 
trol, of the small community. Big Govern- 
ment and Big Business and Big Labor deal 
with these problems. The town meeting is 
powerless to affect their solution. We think, 
then, that the New Englander who goes to 
a movie or listens to the radio while the 
town meeting drones on is not necessarily 
remiss fn fulfilling his obligation or in ex- 


ercising his rights as.a citizen. 


The old powers of town meetings, them- 
selves of only limited significance for most 
persons, have passed to local elective and 
appointive officials. Representative democ- 
racy has displaced the “pure democracy” 
of the town meeting as the effective means 
of local self-government. 

Governmental functions of the town 
meeting were transferred to town agencies 
soon after the town meeting itself devel- 
oped in the colonial period. Very early,

In order to conform to the realities of 
Latin American governments, Macdonald 
devotes considerable space to the struggles 
among rival leaders and factions.

(poverty, concentration of land ownership 
in the hands of the few, foreign influence, 
geographical factors, among others) which 
account for chronic instability. In the case 
of states such as Bolivia, Paraguay and 
most of the Central American republics, 
where dictatorship is virtually traditional 
and a “revolution” merely an election de- 
vice; the description of constitutional as- 
pects of government is relegated to a brief 
page or two. . 

Although containing no chapters on the 
important colonial possessions in the West- 
ern Hemisphere and omitting entirely an

Years Will Carry Out 
Wish in His Will. 


TEL AVIV, Aug. 16 (UP)—The 
body of Theodore Herzl came 
“home” to Israel today. 

A special plane arrived from 
Vienna, Austria, with the body of 
the pioneer Zionist who wrote in 
his will, March 5, 1903, a year be- 
fore he died: 

“I want a modest funeral with- 
out speeches and without flowers. 
It is my wish to be buried in a 
metal casket beside my father and 
lie there (in Vienna) until the 
Jewish people will take my body 
to the land of Israel.” 

Herzl's remains will lie in the 
Knesseth (parliament) tonight and 
will be taken tomorrow to Jeru- 
salem for final burial. All mem- 
bers of the Knesseth except two 
Communists attended a special 
memorial session this afternoon. 
A special committee of Zionist 
leaders decided in 1935 that Herzl's 
last wish for burial in Israel could 
best be fulfilled by burial in Jeru- 
salem “for political, national and 
historical reasons.” The reburial 
in the Holy City will be further 
evidence, observers said, of Israel’s 
determination to make Jerusalem 
the capital of the new state.

There were some good moments 
of low comedy in Municipal 
Opera’s sixth revival of Victor 
Herbert’s “The Red Mill,” which 
opened last night, and the score 
is a fetching and tuneful one, s0 
there was enough for a pleasant 
evening for the crowd of 11,000 
persons. But there were also lots 
of cracks, not wise, eifher, in the 
structure of the old mill, and the 
Muny people didn’t succeed com- 
pletely in eliminating the creaking 
sound it’s apt to give off when 
run after these 43 years, so the 
production was a comedown from 
the standards of the two previous 
shows. 
Jack Goode and Tim Herbert 
are a good journeymen comvina- 
tion for Con Kidder and Kid Con- 
ner, the hare-brained Americans 
let loose in Holland. They had a 
fine pantomime knockabout with 
a ladder on their entrance. Their 
waiter scene, with Leonard Elifott 
serving capably as their victim, 
was low. and slapsticky and funny, 
even if they did lift at least one 
gag from the similar Leon Errol 
scene in “Sally.” They did every- 
thing but throw a custard pie and 
they'll probably get around to 
that before the week’s over. But 
some of their own material did 
not come off quite as well—it was 
makeshift and lacked polish. The 
boys can be a lot droller than 
that. 
The other comedy, involving the 
innkeeper, burgomaster and sher- 
iff (Billy Lynn, Edwin Steffe and 


Robert Bernard) showed the need 


of pepping up in the writing. The 
opera didn’t have access to the 
revised version of the book which 
was seen in the Broadway revival 
at the American two years ago. 
It was forced to gag up the script 
here and there, but quite often 
the gags were either tepid or un- 
original. So, as we remember it, 
the Broadway revival at the 
American was much funnier, It’s 
probably an unfair comparison, in 
view of the difference in time 
available to whip the shows to- 
gether, but it’s one you can’t 
dodge. 
Two of the prettiest tunes, “The 
Isle of Our Dreams” and “Moon- 
beams,” were adequately handled 
by Peggy Engel and Jon Crain 
as the romantic leads. In addi- 
tion, they gave Crain an inter- 
polated solo, Herbert’s “Neapoli- 
tan Love Song,” probably because 
he’s a local boy they wanted to 
show off. Crain, last seen here 
in the touring English version of 
“The Barber of Seville” last sea- 
son, appeared less at home in 
musical comedy. Matter of fact 
he seemed scared stiff and lost 
on the huge stage and seemed to 
be forcing his tenor a bit. But 
it has a fine lyric quality and he 
should be able to improve his act- 
ing with experience, to comple- 
ment it properly. Betty Ann Ny- 
man made a saucy Tina, the bar- 
maid, and proved a deft dancer. 
Melton Moore, who’s served in 
stock parts all season, finally got 
a plum to sing, as the governor, 
in “Every Day Is Ladies’ Day 
With Me,” and did it nicely 
enough. ; 
This, is hardly a children’s show, 
but Muny Opera elected to make 
it the kiddie special of the sea- 
son, by introducing a children’s 
chorus which time-stepped its way 
through two numbers with a great 
deal of juvenile charm, and at- 
tracted a large number of con- 
temporaries in the audience As 
to the grown-up chorus, the “In 
Old New York” dance number 
was executed w spirit, if not 
originality. But the “Moonbeam 
Ballet,” in spité of Bettina Rosay, 
a competent ballerina, was hardly 
intoxicating. Watson Barratt 
came through with two handsome 
sets, the first a solid-looking mill 
and- inn, and the second a tulip 
garden.

They found the cave, perched 
on a desolate stretch of rock left 
by an earth fault a hundred cen- 
turies old. Freshly turned earth 
lay in piles around the mouth of 
the cave, Fragments of jars and 
pieces of manuscripts were scat- 
tered everywhere. It appeared 
that, besides the hasty raid by 
the goatherd, another expedition 
had beaten Dr. Harding to the 
cave. 

There were reports in Jerusalem 
that an expedition from two aca- 
demic bodies there had visited the 
cache a few months earlier. Who- 
ever it was that invaded the cave, 
2 apparently knew little of 
archeological technique, since a 
large percentage of the scrolls 
left behind had been carelessly

Isaiah, 
clesiastical writings known in the 
Apocrypha, a manual of Jewish

work of hymns, The Isaiah manu- 
script was uncovered through 
Chapter sixty-six. 

Translations Awaited. 

What Biblical scholars through- 
out the world now await are 
translations of the Isaiah scrolls, 
It may be a revolutionary find. 
The earliest manuscript of Isaiah 
known previously, in the Codex 
Petropolitanus, dates from. the 
ninth century A:D. What differ- 
ences, cmparison of the texts will 
reveeal, in view of the violent dis- 
putes which have raged since the 
Reformation over the Hebraic and 
Greek versions, are bound to have 
far-reaching effects on theological 
studies. 

Perhaps even more important to 
some students will be translations 
of the Old Testament Apocrypha. 
Although the word “Apo¢rypha” 
today has come to denote some- 
thing spurious to many, it actually 
derives from a Greek root mean- 
ing “hidden” or secret.“ For 
these words, the world now has 
manuscripts dating to 200 B.C. and 
probably earlier. The actual stor- 
age of the jars was estimated by 
Harding in the late Maccabean 
period. 

Just why these valuable docu- 
ments were thus hidden is an- 
other mystery. There are two 
possible explanations so far. Either 
the cache was a Jewish repository 
for damaged ritualistic writings 
from nearby synagogues, or it was 
a sanctuary for sacred writ hid- 
den hurriedly in time of peril. It 
seems more likely to have been 
the latter, for there is evidence 
the scrolls were placed in the cave 
in a hurry, and the entrance

Dear Martha Carr: 
‘AM a girl age 17. Everything I do is wrong as far as 
my father is concerned, and I simply can’t make him 
trust me. Usually when I go out it is with a crowd of 
girls of with a mixed group. Sometimes we get home at 
one a.m. but it is seldom 
that late. When this hap- 
pens my father always 
‘accuses me of having been 
out alone with a boy and 
this isn’t so. When my 
girl friend comes to get 
me to go to a shew Dad 
says I have to be home by 
9:30 because I got in so 
late the night before. This 
makes me feel silly, like a 
little kid being punished, 
Sometimes he gets a silly 
idea for no good reason and then tells me I can’t go out for 
a certain length of time. Then I am supposed to sit home 
day after day—and like it. He tells me to my face that he 
doesn’t trust me. I think it’s pretty low down for a father 
to act like this when he has no reason for it, and mine 
certainly hasn't. My father is always complaining he is 
getting old so he wants to take all my young fun away from 
me. If a person doesn't have fun when young there is one 
sure thing, he won't when he’s old. Mother is different. She 
always remembers when she was young and she understands. 
What can I do about father’s attitude? How can I make 
him trust me? Do you think one a.m. is too late for me to 
get in at my age? WONDERING. 


Your father is perfectly justified in objecting. to you 
coming in at one in the morning at your age. An occasional 
party that is extra-special may last this long, but should not 
be permitted too often. However, demanding that you be 
in at 9:30 is going to the other extreme for unless you are 
visiting with a friend on the block or going to a very close 
neighborhood movie you couldn’t make it. If you have never 
done anything to cause your father to mistrust you then he 
is certainly being most unjust to you. On the other hand 
sometimes it is hard for fathers to realize their girls are 
growing up. They think of all the pitfalls there are for 
young people, all the “wrong ones” they could become 
acquainted with, and their fearfulness overcomes the realiza- 
tion they should have that girls do have to learn to take care 
of themselves, and careful upbringing and reasonable watch- 
fullness is better than too strict rulings. Since your mother’s 
attitude is more reasonable and sympathetic talk matters over 
with her. She should be able to intercede for you and bring 
your father around to a more lenient way of handling matters.

Jon Crain, Who Grew Up Here as John Crowe, Tells of His Career in Music.

HE best way for a singer to 


scale the heights is to open 


his mouth and start singing 


for anyone who happens to be 
around. This technique, at least, 
is what made Jon Crain what he 


0 today, which at the moment 


happens to be the romantic sing- 
ing lead in “The Red Mill” at the 
Municipal Opera. 

A home town boy, Jon used to 
hang around orchestra stands, 
bothering the bandleaders until 
they d let him sing to shut him 
up, as it were. At school, at 
church he sang at every opportu- 
nity until a business man who be- 
longed to the church decided that 
anyone with that much .vocal en- 
thusiasm deserved some financial 
encouragement and sent him to 
New York to study.

the “News” in Newport News, 
Va., is good or bad?—H, T. T. 

Answer: In 1621 a settlement 
Planted 
there by Daniel Gookin English 
colonial pioneer in America. The 
site was chosen by Capt Christo- 
pher Newport, and Sir William 
Newce. In their honor the place 
was named Newport Newce. 

For an unknown reason, but 
probably because scarcely anyone 
was well versed in spelling in 
colonial days, Newce in time grew 
into News. And so it is that the 
Virginia city is the only place in 
the country that has a name like 
a newspaper—Newport News. The 
papers there are the morning 
Newport News Press, and the eve- 
ning Newport News Times-Herald. 
(What, no Newport News News?) 

Q. How did Massachusetts get 
its name?—W. T. 

A. From “Some Facts About 
Massachusetts,” published by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts; 
“The state takes its name from 
the Massachusetts tribe of Indians, 
who lived in the Great Blue Hill 
region, south of Boston. The In- 
dian term supposedly means ‘at or 
about the Great Hill.’ 

“There are, however, a number 
of interpretations of the exact 
meaning of the word. The Jesuit 
missionary, Father Rasles, thought 
it came from the word Messatos- 
sec, ‘Great-Hills-Mouth.’ The Rev. 
John Cotton used another varia- 
tion: mos and wetuset, meaning: 
‘Indian arrow-head,’ descriptive of 
the Indians’ hill home. Another ex- 
planation is that the word comes 
from massa meaning ‘great,’ and 
wachusett, ‘mountain-place’.”

“The exact origin of the name 
of Kentucky has not been defi- 
nitely established, as there have 
been so many different opinions on 
the matter.

“TO PLAY ONE’S CARDS WELL” 


O play one’s cards well these 
T days is to make the most of 

one’s opportunities; to use to 
the utmost the resources with 
which one starts out. 

It is no accident that this meta- 
phor of the card table is traced 
back in literature to the middle 
of the eighteenth century.

There’s none of this bickering and 
fighting that I've seen in too 
many places. ’ 

“T’'d like to go to the top of an 
operatic career, and also I've 
found when. you sing the finer 
things it keeps you in condition 
to do the lighter ones,” Jon says. 
“But shows such as this one are 
a wonderful tonic. Then, too, 
they give you the opportunity to 
be something of an actor because 
the movements aren’t as staid as 
in opera. In opera everything is 
timed. A kiss may last three 
beats but at the end of those 
three beats you have to come out 
of it and sing a B-flat.” 


For the past two years, Crain’s 
operatic career has kept him 
away from his wife, Rose, and 
sons, John David, 6, and Michael, 
3, but this year they’re solving 
that problem, His wife also has 
a role in “Cavalleria” and will be 
in tour with him, taking up her 
professional life where she left 
off in 42. 

“She was a lovely singer until I 
married her,” Jon says admiringly. 
“But I guess you might say I cut 
short her career.”

Peeled, 
chilly tomatoes cut in wedges 
make a beautiful, stimulating 
breakfast fruit. If your family is 
surprised and bound to certain 


T HERE are so many ways to 


meal routines, then just change

their position in the menus and 
serve them thickly sliced around 
the hot broiled sausage, bacon, 
ham or eggs either raw or very 
lightly broiled. 

Or run them through the food 
mill and serve them as a thick 
puree with a dash of celery salt 
or a lemon wedge with plain salt 
instead of orange or grapefruit 
juice. Diced meaty tomatoes 
make appealing cocktails and 
thick big sliced are perfect bases 
on which to heap all kinds of fish 
cocktails and various salad mix- 
tures made of cheese, chicken, 
meat, fish and nuts. And that 
eye-appealing way to cut hand- 
some tomatoes into uniform 
wedges but leave them intact at 
the base will perhaps never be- 
come passe.

Stuffed Tomatoes. 

Four large solid tomatoes (two

Wash tomatoes and remove a 
thin slice from stem end. Scoop 
out part of the tomato leaving 
wall of tomato cup at least one- 
fourth inch thick. This can be 
easily done with a grapefruit 
knife or a spoon. Chop scooped 
out part of tomatoes and top 
slices. Saute bacon until crisp. 
Meanwhile break macaroni into 
one and one-hal? inch lengths. 
Add salt to rapidly boiling water 
in a large saucepan and drop in 
macaroni. Cook rapidly for about 
20 minutes or until tender. 
into colander to drain. Melt but- 
ter in skillet, blend in flour and
